Oapi: Town, April 2(). — The news of 
Siittiiday's events in Bultiwayo show 
tliiit tl;e Miitiil)ele.y tiru iliaijhiy iii<,' (ji c;^ 
boldnoss and energy in the par.Huit uf 
tlieir purpose to surround tlie town cmii- 
pletely and cut oil" all coniinuiiiuatioii 
with the outside world. On Saturday 
morning it was found that the hostile 
force.s ol niiiives liad surrounded tlie 
town on the nortli, uiist and west, tlieir 
r;inl;.'j being niui!li too close to the town 
to iiilow of any freedom of action by 
tho.so within. Their lines were being 
energetieally extetiiled in both (iireetimi.s 
ami threatened to close in cni the soutli 
;iiid cut oil' eonimunicatiiiii with .Miiiii;- 
we anil ■Mafeking, aliinr; wliii'li the e.\- 
jieeted reiiiloreeiiieiitH iiiid hiiipiilies of 
provision.^ are CDniiiij,'. Tiie piek- 
ela of tlie enemy were liniiiil to 
be in no ease heyonil four niilen dis- 
tant from the Hulinviiyo lines, and they 
were giviii;.' lively evideneea uf Iheir 
improved l;nowledt:e of military strategy 
over that displayed in the war of Loben- 
giilii, by the way in which thev were 
throwiiiK up rude fortifluationfl and earth- 
work protectiona beyond which the na- 
tive warriors could resist the charge of 
the whiU^s. They threatened thus to 
work an' approach to the town, which 
wag speedily putting the place in jeop- 
ardy. 

Iniiuedlate step.s were perceived to be 
necessary todislodgi; the line.s t;f the 
enemy and drive tbem baek. A column 
for attack was hastily formed, consi.st- 
iiig of 100 whites, 100 Cape " boys" and 
100 natives. They were suj)plied 
with one Maxim and one llotch- 
kisa rapid lire gun and were placed 
in command of Captain McFarlane. 
They were speedily ready for an offensive 
movement and thus commanded and 
eqipped tiiey sallied lorth from the 
Buluwayo defences at 7 o'clock on Fri- 
day morning. They took a direction 
northeasterly from the town in tliedirec- 
tion of IJmgn/.a river. They hati pro- 
ceeded only about live miles on thinr 
course, advitiicing cantifjiisly with scouts 
in advance and outi idera on each side, 
when the enemy opened the attack. 
The Matabeie force numbered not less 
than ;!,O0U and their attack was eager 
and well directed. 

The coiunin from Bnhiwayo was just 
(•rousing a ."mail stre:iiii, ;i tributary of 
the Uiiign/.a, wlien the tittack opened. 
The overwiielniing odds, ten to one, 
burled upon l,he little column drove it 
back by mere v.eijjht of numbers, and 
the advance parties were glad to retreat 
in haste across the stream. This retro- 
grade movement was, however, effected 
in good order, and fighting as they went, 
thus drawing the enemy across the 
river. 

The Matabeles advanced upon the 
little band in formidable array, tlieir 
Lne extended in a crescent torination, 
the boni.s of the crescent iiilv;iiicinLr to 
tlie front, creeping and wnlliii g like :t 
1 1 eacncM oibJ I erpeiil . .'-ceking to enrlo.'^e 
its: prey aiiii sr. rn mud it in its cuils. The 
Ioml;, struggliinr line extendeii a disliinre 
(if over tbree miles wide, with iiitervitl.s 
', lielweiMi the men in line exce]it in the 
I |)arts where they closed in e.xjiectat ion 
j of liand to hiinil conflict. .Many Citme 
I on, brandi.shing tlieir assegais and 
! sliiekis and giving forth lierce yells in 
true savage fashion. 

As tin; h<.iH ling s;ivage3 closed in on 
the column they allbrded an excellent 
tai'ij'et for the sweeping discharge of the 
rapid fire guns. The engagement which 
ensued was a hard and desperate one. 
The l^uluwayo force kept the river in 
their immediate front. The firearms 
did heavy cxei-utiou atiiong the hostile 
natives as they niRlied uji llie opjiosite 
liank. This- only partly clieckeii their 
fierce on.slaiiglit and niany gained the 
side on Vibicli the whites stood. Tlies:e 
were charged by the troopers and cut 
down or driven back into the stream. 

When the Matabeles in front were fin- 
ally driven hack they were seen to liave 
sustained a heavy loss. The little river 
was dyed a dark crimson with the blooti 
of the victims of the Maxim gun. One 
observer counted forty dead lying in a 
simill circuit close to the column. The 
whiles bad been hotly engaged in front 
and wbiui tbey succeeded in repulsing 
ibe attack there, they found more work 
waiting for tliem. 'Die ad\ iince of the 
enemy's line then got under their 
Hanks and they found wjuai es of howling 
black men in their rear when thev turn- 
ed their atlenUon in tliat direction. 
'I'his came near [iroving a greater jieril 
than the onslaught from the front, but 
it was luckily deferred until the first at- 
tack had been repulsed, and the forces of 
the Matabeles weakened there. 

I^ut for the open nature of the ground 
toward Buluwayo the encircling tactics 
of the enemy Would certainly hate suc- 
ceeded against thesmnll force opposed to 
tbein. As it was, it was jioiisible to per- 
ceive llunr moveiiientK and move accord- 
ingly, ami the open grountl gave free 
]ilay for the Maxim, tvhich was em- 
ploveil also in that direction with deadly 
etl'ect. 

The losses sustained by the whites 
wore: Killed — U. G. Whitehonso, C. 
tioidon, B. Barfions. The exact number 
of wounded is not stated. 

The rapid Are gun i.s thought to iiave 
saved the day for the whites beyond 
(|nestion. The loss BU8tfti:icd, in view of 
the forces of the attacking party and tlie 
fact that thev were actually ouiflankcd, 
is considered small, and the whites are 
considered lucky to have come off so 
well. They retired on conclusion of the 
fight:, but they were in possession of the 
field when they did so. 

Although the attacking party came off 
without any very heavy losBea, they did 



not drive the Matabeles, but simjily re- 
pulsed their attacks. The hostile lines 
are pracliindly as near to Buluwiiyo us 
ever, and it is certain that only a jiartof 
the -Matabeles w.iio are beleaguering 
Bultiwayo were engaged in yesterday's 
light, it is not clear tluit the sortie has 
been efl'ectual in preventing the advance 
of the Matabeles to the south of Bulu- 
wayo, wliich is tlie outcome most feared. 

The uneasiness here regarding the 
situation in the hard pressed settlement 
is unabated, and about the only agree- 
able factor is that telegraphic communi- 
cation with Buluwayo is still open. The 
administrator there announces that the 
town still has jirovisions for tnentv 
days. The supjiliea on their way froiii 
Jlafeking art; expected to arrive before 
that period expires. lUit their arrival 
at all depenils upon many contingeiicii'.s. 
It is very much feared that the relief 
column may be attacked. If the suji- 
|>IIes were not captured iu such a cast!, 
they would certainly be delayed. Tlie 
same thing would liappen if the liiu? of 
comniunication were cut anil some imint 
of it strongly held. The best speed the 
relief column can make without hostile 
obstruction will not bring it to Buluwayo 
until it is ini.'1'ntly needed. 

The itdministrator at Buluwayo is do- 
ing all in his jiower to increase his stock 
and guard against the contingency of 
delay of the relief train from Mafeking. 
Me lias ordered that all pitssenger tniflic 
be stopped in order toenalile t he coaches 
from the south to lie used for bringing in 
thenvailahle supply of meal. It is also 
fiaid an arraii;,'eiii(dU has Ijeen made 
^vitll a friendly chief for furlber Hup- 
plies, and these, it is hoiied, will tide 
O' er the needs of the country until they 
are better provided for. 

An oflicial dispatch forwarded liere 
from Mafeking says that up to the pre- 
sent time all is well within the column.

Despite all statements 
to the.contrary, the situation has nar- 
rowed itself down to preparing for a 
struggle between Great Britain and the 
Transvaal, the latter backed by Ger- 
many, for |)redominance in South Afri- 
ca, and u]) to the [iresent the Boers have 
the best of it. While Mr. Oliamberlain 
has been dickering President Kruger has 
gone straight to the front and is openly 
arming and fortifying for the grand 
truggie to come. Transvaal troops 
ould be idaced in the field to the miin 



(From Our Ovni Correspondent.) 
Ottaw.\, A])ril 27.— Sir Mackenzie 
l!owell is no longer I'remierand to-night 
Sir Charles Tupper is engaged in the 
task of constructing his ministry. It 
Wits sharp on ^ one o'clock when tlie 
I'reinier left his office to proceed to Ri- 
deau Hall to tender his resignation to 
the ( lovernor-tieneral. He went in an 
ojien landau down Sparks street. There 
was a. cluster of newsjiaper correspond- 
ents outside the Russell House as the 
rremier drove by : one and all raised 
their hats and Sir Mackenzie responded 
with a cheery salute. It was nearly four 
o'clock when he returned to the city 
and as soon as he could be button-hioled 
lu' intimated that he was Premier no 
longer. 

The cabinet had been called together 
for 3 o'clock, but when that hour ar- 
rived there was praetically no cabinet in 
existence, as it qies with the resignation 
of the Premier. The ex-ministers, how- 
ev(u-, sat in their capacity as privy coun- 
cillors until shortly after o o'clock when 
the gathering broke uji. 

Sir Charles Tujiper was leaving the 
buildings for home when a telephone 
message came to him from (ioveriuneiit 
House that His Excclleiu^y would like 
to see him. Those who heard of this 
well understood the significance of the 
message. Sir Charles wiis with Lord 
Aberdeen nearly two hours, and then re- 
turnetl to liia son's residence at New 
Ediiiliurgh, which is within a stone's 
throw of Rideau Hall. Your corre- 
spondent had a chat with him to-night 
and learned that he had been asked by 
His Excellency to form a ministry, and 
that he bad accepted the commission. 

As to the personnel of the ministry 
Sir Charles could say nothing. First of 
all there were ninny matters still iinset- 
tled and even if the slate was comijleto 
etiquette dictated that the names of His 
lOxcelleiicy's advisers should be first of 
all submitted to His Excellency. To- 
night Sir Charles is seeing some visitora 
and will doubtless burn the midnight 
oil. To-morrow a definite announcoiiierit 
of the composition of the cabinet will 
probably be forthcoming. 

The general im|)ression around town 
to-night is that tlie following members 
of the Bowell ministry will be in the 
new cabinet; Hon. Messrs. Foater, 
Haggart, Montagueand Ives, Sir Adolphe 
Caron, Hon. Messrs. Dickey, Costigan, 
Prior and Wood, These are the doubt- 
ful oner : Hon. Messrs. Daly, Ouiiuet 
and Desjardins. Sir Mackenzie Bowoll is 
of course out of it for good. For these 
four places the following gentlemen are 
nientioncd. Chief .Justice Mereditli, 
Hugh .lolin Miicdonald, Governor Chap-

The re- 
fusal of President Kruger will subject 
Mr Chamberhiin to great pressure to 
compel Mr. Krn)|er to grant immediate 
reforms to the Uithmders in the South 
African republic. 

A large British force would have been 
landed before now at Capetown had not 
Mr. Chamberlain been solemnly warned 
liy Sir Hercules Robinson that such 
action would certainly provoke a race 
war throughout the colony. One of the 
first acts of the Caja'towii ])arlianient, 
the government here learns, would be to 
call for tlie revocation of the charter of 
till! British South .Vfrican Com- 
pany. It is likely, moreover, that 
a resolution exiiressinu syuqiathy 
witli President Kruger will he adopted. 

The plea of guilty of treason eraered 
at Pretoria liy the leaders of the .lolian- 
nesburg reform union, is well under- 
stood here to have been made in order 
to hush up an impiiry which would have 
resulted in discioHures that would have 
rendered the continuance of the cotn- 
pauy's charter impossible. It is now 
deemeii highly probable that, with the 
sauKMibject in view, Jameson and his 
confederates here will also plead guilty.

Aftiu' 18 yettra ol hard 
work, J think I am entitled to a rest and 
hope to spend the remainder of my 
days quietly at Belleville, exccjit when I 
am here attending to my Senatorial 
duties." 

In further conversation Sir Mackenzie 
said that Sir Charles hiul urged iiim to 
accept a seat in libs cabinet mid the 
leadersliii) of tlie Senate with or with- 
out a portfolio, just as he might choose, 
but he felt that he could now claim to 
he allowed to retire. Sir Mackenzie, his 
daughter, Mrs. McCarthy, and his little 
granddaughter will leave for Belleville 
inobably on Saturday. The week fol- 
iowiiitr Sir Mackenzie leaves for Eng- 
land. Sir Donald and he are cnniniia- 
sioners to the cable conference, and Mr. 
J'leming has been appointed techni- 
cal exjiei't luiil advisor to the coiiiiiiiH- 
Bioners. In the event of a third repre- 
sentative being given to Australasia, Mr. 
Fleming will be the third Canadian 
delegate.

The session will go down to his- 
tory as !)Ossil)ly the most o.xcitini.', 
and, thanlta to the opposition, tlie most 
useless session ever held in the Do- 
minion. The government started out 
with a fair promise of beine able to run 
through some useful lej^islation. All 
their plana were carefully jjrejjared, but 
they evidently rccltoned without the ob- 
structives. Within the lirst two weelcs 
of llio oiieniiij,' of i)arli;inient tlie ()i)i)o- 
sition liuld a piirty caucus. The enler- 
jirisiiig ni3WHpa[)ur men represenlint,' 
liovernment organs, but who know tlie 
innermost worliiiiKH of the Grit lieart, 
stated at that time that the opposition

tal strength and liia physical vigor. He 
has, they say, lost command of hia tem- 
per and has become querulous and 
irascible, that he is in fact :i mere 
wreck; yet the prospect of this infirm 
and almost imbecile old man becoming 
leader of the Government and chief of 
the Conservative party makes them e.x- 
ceedingly angry. They cannot conceal 
tlieir annoyance and their uneasiness at 
seeing him placed at the head of the 
Cont ■ vative party. Why is this? If 
they believe what they miy of Sir 
Charles Tupper thoy would be de- 
lighted to know that in the 
coining camp!iif,Mi, the Liberal-Con- 
servative party will lie under the dir- 
ection of a man, who, according to their i 
own showing, is altogether unfitted for 
the post. If Sir Cliarles is in the condi- 
tion intellectually and physictilly in ] 
which they declare him to be, they must 
expect an easy victory, and they should 
congratulate themselves that the Conser- t 
vativesaresoundiHcerningas toplacohim ' 
at their head. But they are not joyfnl. | 
They are the very reverse. Why? Be- 
cause the)' know that they liave been i 
grossly ami sttipiilly niisrejjresenling the ! 
Conservative leader. They saw him al- 
most as soon as he landed in Canada | 
'enter into a political contest with the ' 
alertness and the vigor of a man— and a 
good man— of thirty. They observed 
with surprise, nodoiibt, that the fatigues 
of an election tionlest made no iinpressinn 
on him. They saw him lettding the .House 
of Commons under circumslancfs of ex- 
traordinary dilliculty, and they found 
that he was more than a match in the | 
parliamentary fight for their very best ' 
men. They now see him [in-paring for 
an electoral cnnlcst (■diiragediisly, vigur- 
onsly and conlidently. He shows an 
activity of mind, a fertility of resonri;i^ 
and a readiness to take iidvaiilage of 
every favorable circumstance tiiat have 
won for him tlie coniidence of bis jiarty 
and have, we have no doubt, extorted the 
secret admiration of many of hia opi)on- 
enls. Sir Charles Tupper Inis shown 
himself since he re-entered i'arlianifnt, 
to be what he is, a strong man. Ami a 
strong man and an astute [lohtician holli 
hia followers and his ojipunents will liiid 
him to be when the political contest he- 
gins in earnest. The conviction that 
they will find in Sir Charles Tnripera 
powerful and a skilful ojiponent is, we 
are quite satisfied, the secret of the rage 
of the Grits against liini. The virulence 
of their vililication is the beat proof that 
they fear him. Aud they have good 
cause to be afraid. 

ORIT HYPOCRISY. 

It was supposed that after the reme- 
dial bill was dropped the Opposition 
would cease to obstruct legislation. Par- 
liament had but a few days to live and 
as there was a groat deal of necessary 
work to bo done it might have been ex- 
pected that under the circunistances 
the Opposition, having accomplished 
their purpose, would set to work honest- 
ly to aid in the transaction of liusiness. 
But they did nothing of the kind. They 
•were as factions as ever and did every- 
thing they could to waste time and to 
throw impediments in the way of legis- 
lation. This is how the Ottawa corres- 
pondent of the Mail and Empire dc- 
scribes the conduct of the Opposition on 
the 20th i^istant: 
I The proceedings of the House through 



the continuance of obstructive tactics 
have degenerated into even imore of a 
farce than they were on the debate on 
the Bamedial Bill. The Liberals have 
obstructed public legislation; they have 
obstructed the estimat(!.s and they spent 
the day obstructing private legislation. 
There are ten private Ijills on the onlor 
paper; but thiongli the amount of talk 
the ()|>posilion is expending on ihebill 
to incorporate tlie .Manitoba and Nelson 
Valley railway, the other h.-.lls are in 
danger of being strangleti. . . . The ut- 
ter nnr aBinalileiu'ss of the Opposition 
is being demonstrated more clearly 
each day. It was said a weak 
or two ago that the late sittings pre- 
vented jirogress. Uut now that the 
biouse is not sitting more than ten hours 
a day no bt'tter proirross is made, though 
the Remedial V>\\\ is no longer in evi- 
dence. A few weeks ago the opposition 
spent the whole day in speeches con- 
demning the Government for not having 
provided money to pay the charwomen 
and pages emplwed around the House 
of Commons. Now they will not allow 
the House to get into Committee of Sup- 
ply to pass the appropriations to enable 
the Government to make the payments, 
riieir recoid this session has been one of 
unbroken inconsistency aiul insincerity. 
In the early nart of "the session they 
blocked business to force the Govern - 
ment to take up the Remedial Bill and 
when the bill was hroiiglit down 
tliey obstructed it even more violently. 
Then they asserted that other Inisiiiess 
was being delayi-d by the hill, but no 
sooner is it out of the way than they ob- 
struct every |)ro]»(isit,ion that is made. 
It seems that the Ooposition have gone 
ohstructioii mad. It has liecome the 
orthotlux thing for any Liberal who has 
objections to a bill to get up a little con- 
spiracy to talk it out. Then, when they 
have succeeded, they declare hypocritic- 
ally that thpre liaa been no obstrnction 
whatever from the Opposition. Siu-h a 
lack of sincerity and good faith baa 
rarelv been witnessed in parliament, yet 
in tiie eyes of the Opposition it is 
statesmanship. 

The Opposition organs have, we see, 
taken up this hypocritical cry. They 
blame the (Joverninent for not having 
passed the _nieaaure8 that were talked 
otit or striingletl, and when this charge 
is too i'onsi)icuoiisly false to stand a mo- 
ment's exiiinination they declare tluit 
the Government were not in earnest 
when they proposed their plans for rail- 
way aid. These organs are so stupid 
that they do not see that the best, in 
fact the only, way to test the sincerity 
of the Government was to give them 
every chance to carry out their projio- 
sals. First to exhaust tlieir ingenuity 
to prevent the Government [ilans to aid 
railways which were greatly needed be- 
ing carried out — railways which if con- 
structed would be of incalculable benefit 
to the country — and, afterwards when 
their bad work bad been only too 
successfully accomplished, to turn round 
and tell ttie country that the Govern- 
ment was not sincere in making the 
])roposals is the shallowest and the 
meanest hypocrisy ever attempted. 



A DARK PROSPECT. 

The prospects of the Nicaragua Canal 
were never, it apiiears to us, darker than 
they are at present. , It is now said by 
those who are opposed toitscohstruction 

that if it were built and in operation it 
would i-etpiire a navy givater than that 
of ICngland to retain control of it. It 
seems to he taken for granted by the 
Americans that if the Nicaragua Canal ia 
built it must virtually, if not actually, 
belong to the United ^States. Senator 
Gray aaid in a recent debate : 

Once let us be cut off from that canal 
— let that hichway jiass into the hands 
of iui enemy — and our ships and our 
coast would he at the mercy of the 
enemy. Our fleet would then be in the 
position of an army cut in half and 
separated from its base of supplies. 

The Now York Herald speaks of the 
conatrnction of the canal as "an obvious 
luival blunder." It asserts that it would 
also l.'O a comniercial blunder " since an 
incalculable injury would bo done to the 
transcontinental traffic of our railroads 
and natural waterways." Herein is the 
secret of the determined opposition by 
powerful interests in the United States 
to the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal. Railway magnates tind steam- 
ship companies believe that if the canal 
were built their business would greatly 
decrease, and therefore, no matter how 
much the country at large and other 
countries would benefit by the canal, no 
canal will be built as long as they can 
prevent it, " No isthmian canal," the 
Herald says, " should be the linn policy 
of the I'nited States," and the Herald 
no doubt gives exjiression to the views 
and the resolves of men possessing im- 
mense power.

EOYPTS ARMY. 

Major ArthurGriffiths has contributed 
a most interesting and instructive article 
on P'gypt and Its Frontier to llie April 

number ()f the I-"i>rtnighlly Review. 
i'\Iajor Cirithtbs evidi-ntly has a thonjiigh 
knowledge of his suhjet.-t and his pajier 
contains much tliat all who take an in- 
terest in the war in the Soudan would 
like to know. This is part of what lie 
says about the slroncth and the char- 
airter of the enemy which the Egyptian 
forces are soon to meet : 

There are said to be some -15,000 men 
at Omdurman (Khartoum) and round 
about, all fine troops,; and if not ex- 
actly organized according to Euro- 
pean ideas they possess to a marked 
tlegree that first of all soldierly (jiuilitica- 
tions— courage. They may lack mo'jilitv, 
at least lor large numlx;rs tiieir trans- 
port is limited, and when they move 
tills Wiint is emphasized by the nuiiiher 
of their i-ami) followers, .\gain, they 
are said tn Ix; short of war material and 
weapons; there are U),O0U men now at 
Doiigola, but they have not :i,l)tX) stand 
of arms and they lack ammunition, but 
it is certain that contraband of war has 
bet'.n smu-.'gled into the Soudan in con- 
sidertihle (|uantilies from Lower lOgypt. 

Major (iiiliiths lielifvcs that Ihe 
native l-'.gy pliitiis are to-ciay far hitter 
B ililii-is tlian they v,-ere twelve years 
ago. lie says of tiie l-^gyjiliiin soldier: 

Old alories are not foru'otten of hia 
ihrowing away his arms or acUially of- 
fering them to his ent-my and hui-.sting 
into tears. Still he has sta.inch chain- 
jiioiis, ollicers of ripe jiidgmenl, who 
liope better things of the native ICviyp- 
lian in future campaigns, arcnint; that 
he has never yet had a fair chance, that 
Ismail's levies were raised under 
Ihe KourlSash with the full belief 
that they were going to the shambles, 
arc very ditl'erent from the men now 
carefully reunited, under niodlHed con- 
scription certiiiiily, lint not c)uite unwil- 
lingly, with every guarantee of good 
health and piiysiral lilncss, I\Iilitary 
servir(i is no lunu'cr hi-lil in terror hy the 
fellah, although he still hales tin- wrench 
that tears him from bis home, for hi^ is 

I the most domestic of creatures; the 
Hiuiirt soldii^r who goes home on fur- 

I lough with money in his jioi-ket 

1 an(l long stories of gay life in Clairo, 
or the reserve man who has passed into 

I the |)olici! ami become a person of auth- 
ority ill his own locality, havedone much 
to make it popular. All this, no doubt, 
tells in favor of the ''Gippy" ami af- 

I fords hope that when tried be may prove 
as brave as he looks, for in appearance 
he is not to be outaone by any Juiro- 
pean soldier. Moreover, he can march 
well and handle liis weapons most efle»« 
tivoly. 

Major GrifEth sptaks in the highest 
terms of the Soudanese soldiers wlio 
form a considerable part of the army of 
Egypt. They are, he says, born soliliers, 
and they are ([uite as courageous as the 
Dervishes, whom they hate. Thoy have 
immense confidence in, and strong allec- 
tion for their English officers, whom 
they are prepared to follow anywhere. 
Altogether Major Griffith believes thai 
the Egyptian army will give a good ac- 
count of itself in the coming campaign.

The big freighter 
brought 150 tons of cari;o fur Victoria 
and receives here .'If)!) tuiiH ol tuel coal 
for llie outward voyatje — l.DDU fcut of 
himbtjr for Japan and cotisiileral)le mis- 
cellAiieous freight. It will be Wednes- 
day mornini; at die earlieat before she 
lejivea port. No time will be lost, how- 
ever, in givinj; her quick (lis()atcli for 
Portland as her cargo for tliat point is 
not only very hu-fje, but ineltules 500 
bales of silk in transit to New York. 
Tlicre ia a remarkable sliii)nient in the 
vessel's cai go, consistinir of sugar that 
ia >;oi"K to Honolulu froin Houfikong, 
the rea.aon being, it is said, the keen 
comiKjtition among merchants and ex- 
porters of the Hawaiian capital. The 
Qiittagong brought 12 Chinese and 8 
Japanese paasengera for Victoria Bnd'4S 
Jape for Portland and Honolulu. Sbe 
left Hongkong before that place was de- 
clared an infected port, and tlierefore 
has had no serious detentions, although 
the quarantine station at Yokohama has 
mnee been opened. The ship, having 
no exchanges, brought no very late Ori- 
enlat news. The first of tlie new I'^uro- 
pcaii line of steamships, running be- 
tween Japan and Ijondon, via the Suez 
canal, sailed late last month with a •1,000- 
ton cargo. Her departure caused much 
excitement among the Jajjanese, whose 
goTernment has substantially subsidized 
the line.

The peofilo of Uriliali Coluinbia this 
wouk have Imtl ii notuble exhibition of 
the triiilitioniil pulicy of tliu Liberal jiar 
ty in reganl to any proposal for the de 
velopment and opeiiiii},' up of tliiti West 
em part of tlie Dominion. Tlie incident 
whicli eausod it was tlie introduction by 
tlie jioveriiineiit in the House of Coui- 
of ft resolution to tyrant a loan to tlie 
Canadian Pacific Kaihvay Company of 
$20,000 a mile on the llim of railway pio- 
posed to bo eonstructeil from Leth bridf^e, 
N.W.T., or Some other point i:; that vi- 
cinity, throUf^h the Crow's Nest pasa to 
the Kootenay district in this i)rovince. 
The loan was lo bo for twenty 
years and the company was to pay 
niteroHt on the same at. the rate of ;>'._. 
l)er cent, pei annum. The line is esti- 
mated to be aijoiit 200 miles in lenj^th 
and the loan would, therefore, bo ap- 
pro.v.imately f I.OlllJ.DDL). The importance 
of this line is well kiioun lo every resi- 
(lent in llritish Culumbia. To the min- 
ing indnstry of l<;ast and West Kootenay 
ita conetruction would be of the greatest 
value. It would niulte accessible the 
great deposits of coal which exist in the 
neighborliood of tlis Crow's Nest pass. 
This coal is of excellent quality for cok- 
ing purposes. At pnaeiit tbe coke used 
by the smelters in Kootenay has to be 
procured from the United .S.ates, some 
of it beint; brought from as threat a dis- 
tance as I'cnnsyivania. The cost of the 
coke when laid down at the smelters 
is, therefore, very considerable and ne- 
cessarily adds very much to the cost of 
smelting the ores. With the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway constructed coke from 
that district would be laid down in 
Kootenay at a very moderate cost and a 
great impulse would thereby be given to 
the smelting industry with a correspond- 
ing ad vantage to tile mine owners. In 
fact it is not too much to say that the 
construction of this road would prac- 
tically revolutionizethe mining indus- 
try in Kootenay. At the same time the 
money expended in mining the coal, 
making it into coke, and transporting 
the latter to the smelters, would all go 
into the pockets of Canadians, instead 
of, as at present, being paid to foreign- 
ers. New towns and villages wouki 
Sjiring up ; new lields for the enterpriser 
of our merchants be opened and addi- 
tional markets Ih! made for our farinera. 

An immediate benelit would also have 
resulted, by the commencement of the 
work of construction this year, in the 
diabursement of some J'1,000,000 among 
contractors, mechanics, laborers and 
others during the building of the line. 
A permanent population would also 
have resulted from the opening of tho 
collieries, adding so many more consum- 
ers and cuatomera to those upon wliom 
our merchants and farmers depend f(jr 
the disfjosal of their goods ami produce. 
The reduction in the charges tor smelt- 
ing woulil afford additional prohts to the 
owners of mines now being worked and 
enable other mines of low grade ore to 
be worked, which, with the present 
smelting charges it, is impossible t<j do 
with a prolit. We might also tike into 
consideration the general benetit which 
would re.sult from a lino traversing a 
district, now almost inaccessible, a line 
also wdueh from the (harac'ter of the 
country would give a route less liable to 
interruption in the wititer from snow 
than the present line of the Canadiati 
Pacific railway, and, therefore less costly 
to operate. 

But the tactics of the opposition party 
in parliament liascompefled the govern- 
ment to abatnlon the measure for tliis 
session, ami it is, therefore, almost cer- 
tain that aiiotlier .-eiison will iiass with- 
out the cominenceniiMit of the (•onstriic- 
tion of tb(! line. The Lilairals are not 
able to give any reason for their opposi- 
tion, except the tlesire for party (lur- 
poses to obstruct. In com jiarisoii with 
that, the interests of a large section of 
tho country, the prosperity of the great- 
est industry in liritish Columbia, count 
fur little. In the view of the oppo- 
sition in tlie House of Commons 
to temporarily tlnvart the g(jvern- 
ment is of mure impDrtanco t' an to 
afford ciuployiuent to tiiousands of men ; 
than sttvinKc of hnndre«ls of thousands 
of dollars id mine owners; than the 
building up of new towns »n(l villnges ; 
than the development and prosperity oi 
British Columliia ! What will the peo- 
I)le of tlii.s pi nvince say to such a course? 
AVliat answer will the voters of ti:o ^■ale- 
Cariboo dislri'.'l — in wliicb Kootenay is 
situated — give to this scaiidaloiis disre- 
gard (if their inter(?stH by the obstruc- 
tionist party in Parliament? Thi; ranch- 
ers of Cariboo; the farmers of Yale; the 
miners of Kootenay will, through the 
ballot b(.ix, iiiit an ''ireclual end to the 
pretensions to place and power of those 
who have so recklessly disregarded their 
interests and subordinateil the welfare 
of great industries and of great sections 
of this province to jietty party spite and 
some temporary political advantage. 

For it must be observed that the pro- 
])osition Hubiiiitted by the government 
as an aid to the couHtruction of this im- 
portant line of railway is one which 
must commend itself to shrewd ami in- 
telligcmt linanciers. It is well known 
that the ordinary aid given by the gov- 
ernment to railways ot far less impor- 
tance than the one under consideration 
is an absolute money subsidy of $8,200 
per mile of road. 'I'liis in the case of 
the proposed Crow's Nest Pass railway 
would amount to $640,000. Instead of 
giving this sum, the government's pro- 
posal was to make a loan to the rail- 
way company of $4,000,000 for 20 years 
at tho interest of 3^ per cent, per 
annum. It is probable that the coin- 
jiany on its own credity could not raise 
the money— taking the price iif issue and 
and expenses into consuleiation — at a 
less rate than -Ibj per i;eiit. It would, 
therefore, under the proposed arrange- 
ment, make a Having (if 1 tier cent, or 
.$■10,000 annually, siillicienl in oO years to 
j)ay oil' the whoh! jn'incipal sum. Nor is 
the [jrojiosal less satisfactory from the 
government's standpoint, when com- 
pared with the ordinary plan ot a money 
subsidy of $3,200 per mile. The latter 



would involve nn immrdiate payment r[ 

.$0 10,000, equal to an i.nnual pernetm 1 
charge on the country ui about $20,00i . 
In 20 years, tin refore, the -total 
cost to "the government under the 
old iilan, would amount with interest lo 
something like $1,200,000 Under the 
loan plan submitted by the troverruiient, 
there would not be one dollar expemli- 
ttire incurred by the national tax[)ayers, 
as the government would, of course, see 
that the Camulian Pucilic Railway Cum- 
|)any properly secured the payment of 
the aniujal interest and the capital sum 
when due in I'Jlti. Indeed, it is not im- 
probable that tlio arrangement would 
actmdly be linancinlly beneficial to the 
government. It can borrow money at 
■! per cent., while it was to receive 3><> 
percent, from the railway company. 
With the present enormous accu- 
mulations of money in London and 
the demand for first class securities, 
there is no doubt that the government 
could negetiate a loan for $4,000,000 on 
very favorable terms. The city of 
Montreal negotiated n loan a few weeks 
ago for .1:2,01)0,000 in l per cent. debiMi- 
tures at the price of .t 105 1 s. for f 100. 
Canadian Kegistered Three Per C«'!!t. 
.Stock now stands in Lonilim at about 
10;-) \, and it would, tlieiefore, seem that 
tl]o. goveriinu'nt could L'l'l t lie ainouiil in 
(luestion on very satisfactory terms. A 
year hence the cenilition of the money 
market nlay^u)t be nearly so favorable. 

Hut while the people of British Col- 
timbia will not forfjet this last glaring 
instance of the utter disregard of the 
Liberals for the intere-ts of this pro- 
vince, the fact cannot ho ignored that 
on this occasion that party has only pur- 
sued the methods which it has idwayi^ 
followed in regard to similar matters. 
Sir Richard Cartwright— the recognized 
linancial authority for the party — never 
misses an opportunity to tienounee 
any firoposal for aid to Western 
railways. In the house, on the plat- 
form, in the jiress, he is never tired of 
denouncing what lie calls the attacks 
of western people on the national treas- 
ury. The refusal to assist in the con- 
slrnction of this important piece of rail 
svay is only an illuetralioii of what would 
be the answer to every reipiest for aid 
slioukl the Liberals attain to ]io\ver. 
Perhaps it is fortunate that, in the clos- 
ing hours of the s(!ssion, the Liberals 
should have given the jieople of British 
Columbia sucii a striking object lesson 
of tno manner in which they would re- 
tard our development had they the op- 
portunity given them. 

IXSURGKNT OUTK.AGES. 

Waceo's Men Reduce Ricli Districts to 
Ruins— Surrender of Prominent 
Rebels, 

Havana, April 27.— The forces of An- 
tonio Maceo have reduced to ashes and 
ruins tho rich district ot Mayari, in the 
province of Piiiar del Rio, and numbers 
of lionioles.s faniilies have shouglit 
refuge at San Cristobal. Near Santa 
Cm/, de Los Piiios, the insurgents 
(luring the past few days have hanged 
twenty-four peaceable countrymen, and 
it is asserted that hardly a day passes 
without the surrender of bad characters 
chargetl with common crime who had 
joined the rebel ranks for no other 
reason than to carry out revenges, a fact 
which has added greatly to the terrible 
situation. 

The loi:al guerilla of Calaba/.ar, at the 
Natalia idaiitation in the Sagua district, 
have killed eighteen insurgents, in addi- 
tion to the insurgent leaders Julio 
Dominguez and Uuperto Hanehez. At 
Palacio, province of Pinar del 
Rio, a lawyer named Jose An- 
tonio Coi/.a and his two sons 
respectively, the prevost and secretary 
of Antonio Maceo, have surrendered to 
( ieneral .Molino. Later, Coiza and his 
t wo sons arrived in tliis ci ly. Tlieysaid 
they intended to siirreiiiler with .SO men 
hut were ]ireveiite(l fioni doing so by 
Laeret. Coiza was the war audil( ir of the 
insurgent army. It is Indieved ihey 
will !)(■ ahie to furnish the 
.-^punish authorities with valuabh^ 
information. They iionlirm the reports 
regarding the bad sit n;it ii m of .Maceo's 
forces and say t he i risu rgeii 1 s have or- 
ders to liri^ tw ice when encou n t ei i iig a 
Spanish force, ami then to se(d; safety in 
flight. Near Cardenas, jirovince of 
Matanzas, tin; autliorities have detai.-.ed 
a woman who was carrying a supply of 
salt to the insnreents.

JAMESON'S RAIDERS. 

Continuation of the Trials at Pretoria- 
Written Statement Submitted on 
Behalf of Accused. 

Pretoria, April 27.— In view of the 
plea of guilty entered by the defendants 
in the trial of the National Reform com- 
mittee of Johannesburg for complicity 
in the .lamesoii raid, there was noth- 
ing in the way of cross-examination to 
elicit testimony on the (jiiestion of 
the ultimate lespoiisibility for that ill- 
starreil movement. Counsel for the de- 
fence read a statement which waa signed 
by .Messrs. .John Hayes Hammond, 
Lionel Phillips, CO. Karreraiid Colonel 
Francis H bodes, the leaders of the re- 
form couimittee, who have pleaded 
guilty to high treason. 

This statement reviews the recenthis- 
tory of the futile agitation for the re- 
dress of the alleged Uitlander grievances 
in the Transvaal. The statement ad- 
mits that in face of the rumors current 
that the Boers were going to attack 
Johannesburg the signers had 
asked Jameson to come, bnt 
that they deplored the mistake he bad 
niaile in coming when there -was no 
urgent need for his presence. They 
nuiintaiiied that theiraction throughout 
the crisis had not been hostile to the re- 
public, its oflicials having been pro- 
tected, and life and projjerty having 
been generally jireserved. They sent 
oilicers on December l-'o, the statement 
says, to forbid the movement on Dr. 
Jameson's jiart. 

In addition to this signed statement, 
telegrams were handed in which had 
passed between Mr. Beit, of the char- 
tered South African Co. and Dr. Jame- 
son, Col. Rhodes and others; but not 
Hon. Cecil Rhodes, the then premier of 
Cape Colony.- 

Following the presentation of these 
documents counsel made a speecli of two 
hours duration in behalf of the defence, 
concluding us follows : "If the edge of 
the sword is to be used it will cause 
eternal misery in the republic, bnt 
should the Ihit side be employed it will 
usher in jjeai-e and goud will." 

The trial was then adjourned until to- 
morrow, when it is expected that 
judgment in the case will he delivered.
